A RUMOR AFLOAT 


That the Terminal Has Sold Its Baltimore 
and Ohio Holdings. 


New Yorx, October 1.—The Post Says: 
Reports were published today that the Rich- 
mond Terminal Company had sold its hold- 
ings of Baltimore and Ohio stock to obtain 
funds to meet the interest due today. Presi- 
dent Inman, referring to these reports, states 
that the company has sold 2,000 shares of Bal- 
timore and Ohio stock at 974 cents. It had 
previously sold some of its holdings, and will 
sell the balance very soon. He says that the 
funds are not needed to pay interest, but that 
the company is selling stock simply because it 
had no use for it. 


YOUNG, BUT WICKED. 


Johnny Harper Is a Train Robber at 
Thirteen Years. 


CyNcINNATI, October 1,—[Special.]—Thir- 
teen-year-old Johnny Harper, who, up to last 
Saturday, lived with his aunt, Mrs. Lizzie 
Rice, on her farm in Whitewater township, 
three miles from Miamitown, isnow an inmate 
of the house of refuge. Johnny, by his own 
confession, has broken open and rifled freight 
Cars on the Big Four railroad a number of 
times, besides being implicated in numerous 
other thefts, and would have been sent to the 
refuge long ago but for the prominence of his 
family. About two weeks ago his aunt began 
to be annoyed by stones being thrown against 
the sides of the house. Several windows were 
broken and shutters damaged. 

Finally Johnny was sent out to keep a 
watch for the niiscreants, and instead of catch- 
ing them the fusilade became more severe, 
and Johnny came back saying he had been 
hit several times. The neighbors were called 
upon for assistance, and a. posse of about 
twenty set about watching the house, and part 
of them keptan eyeon Johnny. While he 
was not caught in the act of stoning the house, 
his actions were so suspicious as to lead them 
to search his pockets, which they found to be 
filled with stones. On the way tothe refuge 
he boasted to Detective Reninger of his many 
thefts. 


APPOINTMENTS TO BEHELD OFF 


So asto Make- the Candidates Work During 
the November Elections. 

WASHINGTON, October 1.—[Spécial.]—Pres- 
ident Harrison told a prominent poiitician 
today that he had decided to hold off all the 
big appointments until after the fall elections. 
There are nine appellate court judgeships, 
one -judicial appointment on the court 
of claims and two interstate commerce com- 
missioners. 40 be, appointed, and there area 
multitude of applicants for each position from 
almost every state in the union. If the ap- 
pointments were made now, there would be 
ninety-nine disappointments in each case. 
Mr. Harrison, acting on the advice of the 
cainpaign managers in Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York and Iowa, where campaigns are in 
progress, has decided to keep the 
applicants and their friends on _ tender 
hooks until after election day. ‘This 
is considered a very shrewd move, as it is 
calculated to secure the active co-operation of 
the place seekers in the pending campaigns. 
The president’s action will not necessarily 
affect the vacancy on the interstate commerce 
commission made by the death of General 
Bragg, as it is to be filled by auother democrat. 


THE GIRLS ° WEPT 


When They YFearned That Their Dashing 
Gallant Was Disgraced. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., October 1.—Percy L. 
Pierson, son of a wealthy Detroit merchant, 
was arrested here on the charge of petit lar- 
ceny. His arrest caused a sensation in society 
circles, and more than one girl is heart- 
broken over his disgrace. While visiting in 
Detroit several months ago, Paul Stiles met 
Mr. Pierson, who is a great favorite in society 
there, and invited him to visit here. 

Mr. Pierson arrived last week and was in- 
troduced to the charming belles. By his win- 
ning ways he was soon a welcome guest at the 
homes of most of the prominent citizens. Mr. 
Stiles missed a diamond ring valued at $250. 
Mr. Pierson was accused of taking the spark- 
ler, and he finally admitted pawning it for 
$10. The police were notified, and arrested 
him just as he was about to leave for Cincin- 
nati. His valise was searched, and a dress 
suit of clothes, a razor and other articles of 
Mr. Stiles were foundinit. He was taken to 
jail, where he languishes behind the bars, 
Pierson was employed in a railroad office in 
Detroit, and was discharged two weeks ago. 


DEFAMED BY . SPOTTERS: 


A Railroad Company Which May Have to 
Foot the Bill. 

ANNISTON, Ala., October 1.—[Special.J]—J. 
M. Ragan has brought two suits against the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
for $25,000 each for alleged defamation of 
character. The first suit was filed last Thurs- 
day and the last one today. Mr. Ragan was 
a passenger conductor on the Alabama Mineral 
branch of the Louisville and Nashville. Three 
detectives were put on his train, and they re- 
ported that he collected $7.20 in fares on one 
trip when he turned in only $1.20. Mr. Ragan 
was discharged. On another trip his report 
only showed 35 per cent of the amount re- 
ported by the detectives. Mr. Ragan affirms 
that his reports were correct, and that his 
character has been damaged by these reports 
being circulated among the officers, hence 
those actions for damages. 


COMING BACK TO LIFE. 


The Man Who Was Snakebitten Is Recov- 
ering. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., October 1.—[Special.] 
When Cain Wilkey, the snake charmer of 
Dayton, Tenn., died from the effects of snake- 
bite by one of his pets two days ago, it was 
sup he was permanently deceased.

THERE MAY BE BLOOD 


Before the Story of the Savannah Strike 
Is Finished. 


THE NEGROES GROWING OFFENSIVE, 


And the Whites Feel Called Upon 
to Take Steps for Protection. 


WHITE LABORERS T0 BE SUBSTITUTED. 


The Local Military Under Orders, and the 
Police Force Largely Increased 
for Emergency. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 1.—[Special.]— 
The strike hourly assumes an uglier aspect,and 
it is now freely predicted that it will not wind 
up without bloodshed. 

Indeed, some fear that the end will not come 
until after many .lives have been lost, and, 
perhaps, much property damaged or de- 
stroyed. 

The strikers are getting uppish, and are as- 
suming @® more intolerant manner, and they 
have utterly lost public sympathy by their 
actions. : 

As stated in these dispatches, their strike 
was generally regarded at first as an effort to 
obtain just Concessions. Everywhere men 
were heard expressing the hope that their 
demands would be at least in part granted. 

The Feeling Has Changed. 

Today, however, public feeling has entirely 
changed, and the reverse is now true. Pub- 
lic sentiment is now dead against the negroes, 
and the people, are soreonthem. When a 
fair offer was made them, through the inter- 
cession of as fairand impartial a committee as 
it would be possible to gather together any- 
where, it is felt that it was the place of the 
strikers to accept it, and return to work. In- 
stead of doing this they sneered at it, and -ab- 
solutely refused to consider the proposition. 

This has satisfied the business men and 
others that they are willfully determined to 
make Savannah suffer fearful financial losses 
in order to show the power they -fancy they 
have. This is not the kindof a spirit that will 
go downin Savannah. The people here are 
inclined to be just and kind to the negro la- 
borers, but they do not propose to allow them 
to throttle the business of the city. If they 
will not go to work others will be found who 
will work, and if the strikers interfere with 
them then the strikers must expect to face the 
consequences, and the consequences are very 
likely to bein the shape of bullets. 

The public mind her3 is not in a disposition 
io stand any aggravation, and if the negro 
strikers attempt to prevent men from working 
when they are put to work, or try to do any 
rioting whatever they will receive no mercy. 

The Exchanges Meet. 

Today the cotton exchange and board of 
trade members met. The arbitration commit. 
tee made its report and showed that the 
negroes are not inclined to acvept fair proposi- 
tions. The railroad officials agreed to pay 
them weekly as requested, and agreed 
to increase their pay to more than 
is paid elsewhere. When this: fact became 


|. known, it was at once apparent thatthe sense 


of the meeting was that it was unwise to fur- 
ther temporize with the strikers. Several 
speeches were made on the situation, and the 
injurious effect the strike has already had on 
the general business of the city, and the cotton 
and naval stores branches in particular. 
General Sorrell’s Proposition. 

General Sorrell, manager of the Ocean 
Steamship Company, was then calledon. He 
stated that the company was as anxious as the 
business men to break the strike by 
some means or other, and was prepared 
to bring down several hundred white laborers 
from New York and other points if necessary 
todo so. This was received with signs of ap- 
probation. The meeting then adjourned to 
the city exchange, where the city council was 
holding a special session also, to consider the 
situation. Here, again, the matter was well 
discussed, and it was speedily determined that 
if the Ocean Steamship Company or any of 
the companies bring men here to do the work, 
they will be protected, no matter at what 
cost. The mayor said that order would be pre- 
served and the workingmen protected, if it 
is necessary to put on 500 special policemen. 
He was authorized by the council toswear in 
a number of special officers at once, and this 
afternoon fifty men were swornin. They will 
be armed with rifles, and will be added tothe 
large number already protegting the property 
of the several companies involved. (Tomor- 
row more will be swornin. They are to be 
paid $3 a day, and it is probable that their 
number may be increased to two or three hun- 
dred. 

The Military Ready. 

A consultation of military officers, the mayor 
and others, was held this afternoon. As a 
result of it, special details of twenty or more 
well-armed men were placed at the armories. 
This was done as'a precaution in case any at- 
tempt should be made by riotously inclined 
strikers to'secure possession of arms and am- 
munition, 

The military have also been quietly informed 
again that they may be called out at any time, 
and that they must be prepared to act ata 
minute’s notice. When the trouble which 
every body seems to regard as inevitable, comes, 
there will be such a force of armed 
men ay the command of the _  authori- 
ties that they will be enabled to 
crush out every vestige of itin a short time. 

The city is certainly well prepared to handle 
any mob, no matter whether there are’ one 
thousand or ten thousand desperate negroes 
in it. 

The First Arrest. 

The first arrest of a striker has been made, 
Charles Davis is now in jail. He was cursing 
out the whites, especially the railroad men, 
when amounted officer rede up and ordered 
hia to be quiet. He cursed the officer, and 
drew a pistol. The officer was too quick for 
him, and, with one stroke of his club, sent it 
flying out of his band before he could take 
aim. The pistol was of large caliber, and new. 
Several strikers have made a conspicuous dis- 
play of pistols, and the police report that 
many of them are now drinking, and getting 
ugly in their language and actions. The fact 
that white labor is to be brought in tosupplant 
them has had an irritating effect. 

Bringing in White Men. ~ F 

The Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road has made afrangementsto bring in a 
large number of whits men tomorrow.

Ifthe white labor arrives 
here on Saturday, as is reported, the schedule 
will probably be caught up with, and the sail- 
ings next week be on time. 

When the Trouble Will Come. 

Genera! Manager Sorrell]’s statement at the 
‘morning’s meeting was followed by a state- 
ment this evening that tomorrow night, or on 
Saturday, a couple of hundred men would ar- 
rive from New York and be put to work. 
Then is the time when the outbreak is most 
likely to occur, ifany does happen. Finding 
‘themselves foiled, the strikers are then most 
likely to resort to that violence from which 
they bave so far abstained. As has been al- 
ready pointed out, they will stand but little 
show in a contest with the authorities. 

Today there were between one hundred and 
fifty andtwohundred men at work on the 
Cenatri’s wharves. About sixty were at work 
on the Savannah, Florida and Western 
‘wharves ;‘abous thirty on the wharf of the 
Baltimore line, and a few others on other 
wharves. The Central railroad is quartering 
and feeding its hands on the wharves, and the 
Negroes from the country seem to be enjoying 
it hugely. Whenever the strikers manage to 
get hold of one of them they generally induce 
him to leave and cast his lot with them. 

Tolling the Men Away. 

The Savannah, Floridaand Western lost 
half of its men at one stroke in this way: They 
were taken out from the wharves to Southover 
to sleep, Some ofthe strikers went out and 
mingled with them onthe train on the way 
back to the city in the morning. As a result 
forty of the new men left without notice 
_ The negroes manage to reach them either 
through secret society or church influences. | 

A Strange Demand. 

A. unique and extremely embarrassing 
feature of the strike is its extension into all 
the ramifications of business. The Laborer’s 
Union and Protective Association has proved 
itself to be a mammoth affair and a veritable 
octopus. It includesin its membership most 
of the negroes in every branch of business in 

<the city, This is shown by the fact that 
today even the fireman and engineer on the 
quarantine tug left work at its command. As 
a result the health officer is unable, for the 
present,Gto visit the qmarantine station. 
These men were getting excellent pay, 
and seemed really sorry to leave 
such good positions, Twenty negroes em- 
ployed in the city’s dry culture 
department also failed toturn up for work. 
All the drivers of the garbage wagons quit, 
and in addition fourteen out of the nineteen 
bands employed at the city crematories refused 
to continue at work. These latter, though, 
wanted something, and their demand is tle 
most astonishing thing yet produced. They 
have been getting $2aday. Intheir letter 
they demand to be paid by the hour, at a rate 
which would not give them what they are 
now earning per day. Who theirarithmetician 
is does not appear, and they have more chance 
than anybody else of getting their demand 
granted. Many other drivers, porters and other 
help:have struck, including men in a 


| couple of sawmills and an ice factory. 


The negroes are now talking wildly about 


being able to get every male negro in the city 


to be idle, but thia is, of course, far beyond 
their power. They have, though, seriously 
incommoded general business outside of that 
along the river front. By the refusal of the 
truckers to handle goods merchants have been 
much inconverienced. ‘Tomorrow will doubt- 
less see & number more out. 
What the Demands Are. 

The present demand of the strikers is 20 
cents an hour for railroad and wharf laborers 
for regular time, and 25 cents for extra time; 
for men working in the holds 25 cents an hour, 
and 30 cents forextra time; for headers 30 
cents an hour, and 35 cents for extra time. 

The pay which they have been receiving was 
as follows: Twelve andahalf cents an hour 
for railroad hands, and 25 cents an hour for 
extra time; wharf hands l5centsan hour, and 
20 cents an} hour for overtime; men in the 
holds 12/ centsan hour, and 25 cents an hour 
for extra time, and headers 22) cents an hour, 
and 30 cents an hour for extra time. 

The proposition which they refused was: 
Railroad hands 15 cents an hour for regular 
work, and 20 cents an hour for overtime. 

Wharf truck hands 174 cents an hour for 
overtime ; men in holds of vessels 20 cents an 
hour for regular work and 25 cents an hour for 
overtime ; headers 25 cents an hour for regular 
work and 30 cents an hour for overtime. 

The Mayor Takes Action. 

The mayor tomorrow will issue the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

City of Savannah, Mayor’s Office—In view of 
the present unusual state of affairs growing out of 
a discontinuance of labor by alarge number c 


workmen and their consequent idleness, and the ' 


importance of special and immediate attention to 
the preservation of the public peace, I, John J. 
McDonough, mayor of the city of Savannah, 
hereby issue this,my public proclamation, urging 
upon the citizens of Savannah its prompt and 
complete observance. 

The intimidation or interference in any way 
with men desiring to work, contrary to the laws 
of the land, to the rights of the individual 
and the public safety cannot and 
will not be tolerated. Absvlute pro- 
tection against such interference is guaran- 
teed. To secure this protection I have largeiy 
increased the regular police force, and will in- 
voke ali the powers vested in me as chief magis- 
trate of this city. Among these powers are those 
given with reference to the military of the city by 
the act, of the legislature of Georgia, approved 
October 13, 1885, the ninth section of which fol- 
lows this proclamation, and is now published for 
the information of the people. 

In this emergency it becomes particularly im- 
portant that all causes of excitement be removed 
as far as possible, andto this end, citizens are 
bereby probibited from obstructing the streets, 
sidewalks wharvesand other public places, and 
from gathering togetherin groups on the same, 
Policemen are strictly ordered to disperse such 
groups and prevent such obstructing. - 

The co-operation of ail good citizens, white 
and colored, is expected in the maintenance of 
public peace and tranquility. While the right of 
individuals to elect whether they shall work or 
not is not questioned, andall individual rights 
shall be fully respected, violators of the law and 
of the public peace will be quickly apprehended 
and severely punished.

WILL DIE TOMORROW 


Is What Boulanger Wrote on the Eve 
of His Suicide, 


GIVES HIS REASONS FORTHE RASH ACT 


Compelled to Flee from His Political 
' Enemies, 


BUT ANXIOUS TO STAND A FAIR TRIAL. 


He Is Lying in a Casket Trimmed Like the 
One Containing the Body of His 
Mistress—Press Comment, 


Paris, October 1.—Mme. Boulanger, wife 
of General Boulanger, whois living at Ver- 
sailles, was overcome with grief when in; 
formed of her husband’s tragic death in the 
cemetery at Ixelles, near Brussels. She 
fainted twice within a short time after hear- 
ing the sad news, and is at present very much 
depressed in spirits. 

What the Press Says.

Arrangements for the Funeral. 


BrussE.is, October 1.—It has been decided, 
that the funeral of Boulanger will take place 
Saturday afternon. Henri Rochefort will at- 
tend the funeral, which will bewu oy civil 
ceremony. The clergy, under instructions of 
the archbishop of Malines, have finally and 
definitely refused to officiate at the interment 
of the general’s remains. 

M. Thiebud and Deputies Laur, Dumonte 
and Castelain arrived here today in a body at 
the same moment as Rochefort, to attend the 
funeral of Boulanger. 

His Wishes Carried Out. 


The remains of the general have been placed 
in a coftin, the outer casing of which, in ac- 
cordance with the desire of the deceased, is an 
exact duplicate of the one which contains the 
remains of Mme. DeBonnemain. 

The political testament of the dead general 
wastread today at a private meeting of his 
friends. ‘The text of it is as follows: 

Boulanger’s Last Message. 

This is my political testament. It is my desire 
that it be published after my death. I shall kill 
myself tomorrow. Iam convinced of the future 
of the party to which I have given my name. I 
cannot bear the frightful misfortune which befell 


“ me two anda half months ago. I have tried to get 


the better of it, bat have not succeeded. lam 
persuaded that my followers are so devoted and 
so numerous that they will bear me no anger for 
disappearing on account of a sorrow 80 great that 
all work has become impossible tome. Let them 
remember the maxim, “uno avulso non deficit 
alter,”’ and may they continue then to act against 
those who, in scorn of all laws, forced me to die 
far from my country. 

Tomorrow I shall be a dead man. Today I have 
done nothing to reproach myself with. All my 
life I have done my duty and nothing but my duty. 
My death is no shame tg myself, but 
it is a shame for wm roscribers; those 
who sought to brand a lofal soldier by the judg- 
ment of a political tribunal. I desire to recall the 
fact that | have many times offered to constitute 
myself a prisoner if they would accord me com- 

This the holders of power have 
always refused. Thus acquittal was not 
possible. In quitting life I have but 
one regret—thut I have not died on the field of 
battle fighting for my country. That country at 
least will permit one of its children, at the moment 
of returning’ into nothingness, to recall himself 
to the memory of all lovers of LaPatrie. Vive la 
France! vive la republique!

‘THE EMPEROR IN  DANGER.. 


Attempt to Kill Francis Joseph by Blow 
ing Up His Train. 


VIENNA, October 1.—An investigation into 
the report that an attempt had been made 
upon the life of the emperor of Austria, by 
attaching a bomb to the railroad bridge at 
Risenthal, near Reichenburg, over which the 
emperor was to pass, shows that such was 
actually the case. Two bombs, charged with 
nitro-glycerine, were placed in the gutter or 
drain ‘of the tunnel of this bridge. Attached 
to the bombs was atime fuse. The would-be 
assassins miscalculated the time the train was 
to pass, or else they were at fault as to the 
length of the fuse used. In any case, the fuse 
acted about 11:30 o’clock p. m., Wednesday. 
The explosion destroyed the masonry above 
and about the bridge tunnel, and disturbed 
the roadbed, but did not affect the bridge 
structure. .The road was soon clear. Conse- 
quently, when the imperial train passed at 7 
o’clock this morning, there was little or no 
trace of the explosion.

Thirtegn of these were whites, 
the remainder blacks. During September, 
1890, there occurred 53 deaths, divided among 
the races in the ratio of 15 and 38. The popu- 
Jation of Macon.is 5,000 more thanit was a 
year ago, yet in a month there has been 8 less 
deaths. ‘These figures tell their own story. 

Thirteen building permits were issued dur- 
ing September for buildings to the amount of 
£100,000. Lhe tigures show for themselves 
and tell plainly of Macon’s progress and pros- 
perity. 

Eight fire alarms were sounded in Septem- 
ber. The damage done was remarkably light. 
In fact there has not been but one serious fire 
during the year. Since January Ist, sixty 
alarms have been sounded. During 1890, there 
were only sixty-eight alarms for the entire 
twelve months. 

The past month was not very propitious in 
marriages. The records show twelve licenses 
granted to whites and ten to blacks. Business 
in this line may be expected to pick up now. 

Postmaster Locke’s monthly report wilh 
show that the postoftice has done more busi- 
ness than ever before. Thisis a clear index 
to the fact that Macon has more people than 
ever before.

For instance, the passover, which is the 
first month of the Jewish calendar, and which 
commemorates the exodus from Egypt, is dis- 
tinguished by the historical fact, and the prep- 
aration for the feast begins with the new 
moon. 

The new year, Rosh Hashonah, is observed 
on the first day of the seventh month, and not 
in the first month of the Jewish calendar. 

The Pentateuch defines the observances of 
the day minutely. In the first place it com- 
mands that the day shall be a holy convoca- 
tion on which no mannerof work shall b 
done. /

Thirdly, itshall be a day of 
sounding the cornet. vA 

The reason why this day is gbserved by the 
Jewish people is because it is| supposed that 
on that day, 5,652 years ago, the Creator 
called the world into existence. 

There is also a tradition that on this day 
Abraham went on Mount Moriah to sacrifice 
Isaac, his son, in commemoration of which the 
ram’s horn is blown. 

There is no more touching liturgy than that 
used by the Jews in their New Year’s celebra- 
tion. It is highly poetical and purely peni- 
tential. 

All the Jewish business houses will close to- 
night at 6 o’clock and remain closed ‘until to- 
morrow night at 6 o’clock.

The establishment of this system means a 
great deal for Atlanta in a commercial way. 
It means that the business of Atlanta will be 
published to the world once a week. Again 
it will greatly simplify the banking business 
of the city. 

Under the plan each bank will be the clear- 
ance house for two weeks. The Atlanta Na- 
tional will be the clearance house for two 
weeks and then the Gate City National will 
succeed it. 

By the clearance house system all settle- 
ments will be made every morning at 10:30 
o'clock. Under the present plan each bank 
has to gotoall the other banks and settle 
every morning by striking a balance of checks 
and paying the amount that may be due. Now 
all the banks in the association will send the 
checks to the manager of the clearance bh ouse, 
and he will find how much is due the credit 
banks for that day, and will give his check 
against the banks that are due the amounts.

AND CARRIES A BABE IN HER ARMS. 


She Declares That Her Husband Has De- 
serted Her and Sold All 
They Had, 


Mrs, J. A. McCown stood at the railing at 
police headquarters yesterday with a bright- 
eyed blonde baby about eighteen months old, 
in her arms, and told a story of heartaches and 
misery. 

She had come to inquire if her husband was 
an occupant of acell, and was informed that 


he was. 

‘He is causing me great trouble,” said Mrs. 
McCown, in speaking of her husband. “I 
declare I don’t know what onearth I shall do. 

“For a long time Mr. McCown drank @ 
great deal and did not prosper. But about 
four years ago he quit drinking entirely, and 
went to making money. He soon accumulated 
enough to start business himself, and was very 
successful. 

‘His success continued until he had a nice 
paying business and I was perfectly happy in 
my hopeés that the rest of our married life was 
to be one of pleasure and prosperity, and that 
our little children could be educated and fitied 
for good and useful citizens.

The Smith Substitute. 

The Berner bill did not pass the house 
yesterday, but another bill, known as the 
Smith substitute, having been introduced 
by Mr. Smith, of Decatur, and contain- 
ing all the harsh features of the Berner

The Macadam System of Roads. 

The road congress will meet within a 
few weeks, ana the papers of the state 
are already discussing the work to be 
done. We had a road congress two years 
ago which made important recommenda- 
tions to the legislature, and the reforms 
proposed were embodied in a bill that 
passed the senate, but when it got into 
the house it was smothered. 

Now the people have sent up leading 
citizens a second time to protest against 
the miserable condition of public high- 
ways. The agitation will go on _ until 
something is done; the burden of trans- 
porting crops and provisions over bad 
roads .by wagon is a much heavier one 
than taxation, and railroad rates are not 
to be compared to it. 

To get good roads there are two seri- 
ous problems to be solved, first, how to 
make, at moderate cost, a good road that 
will last; and second, how to get the 
work done. John Macadam has pretty 
well solved :the first problem, and _ his 
system is in use now in England and 
over a large part of the continent of 
Europe. 7 o- 

The road reform which transformed the 
25,000 miles of highways of the kingdom 
within two decades was begun with great 
labor and met with great opposition from 
the farmers, but when the work was 
fairly started its benefits were so apparent 
that the counties quickly fell in line, and 
within four years 700 miles were macad- 
amized. After that the work went on 
much more rapidly, and in a few years 
more three-fourths of all the roads had 
been macadamized. When John Mac- 
adam died in 1836, twenty years after 
he began his great work, he had the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that there were not 
250 miles of road in the kingdom which 
had not been transformed by his methods. 

Before he planned his system, Mac- 
adam spent £5,000 and five years of time 
in traveling over the roads of Great 
Britain. He went over 30,000 miles of 
highways, and then formulated his plan. 
In 1811 he submitted it to the house of 
commons, and'in 1815 he was appointed 
surveyor general of the road district of 
Bristol, where he began the next year to 
put in operation the system which bears 
his name. We print in this issue a de- 
scriptién of Macadam’s methods, from 
the pen of Mr. J. Forsyth Johnson, a 
Jandscape and garden engineer, who has 
had good opportunities for seeing the sys- 
tem in operation in England. Mr. John- 
son was curator of the royal botanic gars 
dens at Belfast, and at one time horti- 
cultural director of the Alexandra palace, 
London. Hé. writes from a thorough 
knowledge of the Macadam system, and 
his: description of it will be read with 
interest. \ 


A Clearing House Organized. 

It was an important step the banks of 
Atlanta took yesterday by the organization 
of a clearing house. Several daysago Tuer 
CONSTITUTION ‘presented at some length 
the advantages of such an institution, and 
showed the’magnitude of the business pass- 
ing through Atlanta. We showed that this 
was the one particular in which our able 
financiers were behind the times, and we 
are glad to see that they have“put Atlanta 
abreast of the country in banking methods. 
The effect will soon-be apparent. Without 
such a system we were never able to see ex- 
actly what the commerce of the city was. 
Now, each week’s business will be reflected 
in the reports, and every man in Atlanta 
and out of it will know :just how fast we 
are moving. We have never hada reliable 
business barometer before, and this institu- 
tion gives us one. We will be able to tell 


what proportion of cash it takes to keep our 


exchanges moving, and we will, by com- 
parison with other clearing house reports, 
be able to see whether-a dollar moves as 
fast and turns as many trades in Atlanta as 
it does in New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
or Chicago. If we find at any time that 
money is more sluggish here than in other 
places, the same system that detects the 
fault will point out the remedy. There is 
avast amount of good work that clearing 
houses can do. In New York and Boston 
they were a fower of strength to the banks 
during the squaily timesa year ago. For 
some days, it is said, the settlements of 
Boston exchanges were made almost ex- 
clusively with clearing house certificates, 
and, but for that means of smoothing the 
rough path, there would have been more 
serious trouble. Butthat is only an oc- 
casional benefit, a kind of dernier resort. 
The chief usefulness of the clearing house 
system is, when it has been organized al! 
over the country, to mark accurately the 
Within the last 
two years a great deal has been said about 
the circulation of money per capita. That 
is an old-fashioned measure of currency, and 
by no means the best. A truer measure is 
the proportion which cash bears to the total 
volume of exchanges. The total volume of 
exchanges reported by the clearing houses 
of the United States is about sixty billions— 
it was fifty-eight last year.. The currency 
in circulation is one and a half billions, 
Therefore the amount of business done was 
forty times the amount of our currency. Of 
course, the currency was used more than 
once, and it cannot be supposed that cash 
was only 24 percent of the average day’s 
transactions. In New York, by actual 


| count, it has been found that a day’s busi- 


ness was balanced with 8 per cent of 
cash. It is evident that the proportion of 
cash necessary to conduct a given volume of 
business is smaller in a city where there is 
a clearing house than where there is: none. 
‘In that way, also, there is a distinct gain to 
the city, The efficiency of money will be 
greatly increased by the clearing house 
system,

“A few days ago the Armour company paid 
nearly $7,000 for 3,000 pounds of foreign tinplate 
to make tin cans of. They will not buy it of any 
manufactories in this country because there are 
none that make it. . 

‘Similarly the Standard Oil Company bought 
an importation of $10,000 for its tin cans. 

‘“‘Kach of these great and sagacious corporations 
paid the McKinley tariff of 2 1-10 cents per pound; 
but each of them, under the MoKinley iniquity, 
gets a rebate of 99 per centun the duty for their 
export trade. 

“But the 65,000,000 consumers of this country get 
no rebate at all. 

“They pay atax of from fifteen to twenty million 
dollars per annum on their tin cansand house- 
hold utensils, for the pleasure of watching the 
McKinley bunko scheme. 

“Andeven the purchasers of terne-plate, for 
roofing purposes, pay double prises for the same 
ex juisite enjoyment.”

This fact did not seem‘ 
to be appreciated when the measure was un- 
der discussion, as the impression seemed 
to be general that the substitute was 
much milder in its provisions than the Berner 
bill itself. 

The leading distinction between the Berner 
bill and the Chappell substitute was that the 
first will necessarily involve the state and the 
railroads in serious litigation, and it is said 
will break down the credit of the Georgia 
roads while thej:;Chappell substitute sought to 
control the roads and to regulate the rates 
without involving either them or the state in 
lawsuits.

A gentleman who hasn’t a dollar’s interest 
in railroads, but who is noted for his strength 
and conservatism, was talking about the bill 
last night. 

“The worst feature of such legislation,” he 
said, “is that by passing such measures the 
state virtually admits, through its constituted 
authority, that it is unab'e to manage cor- 
porations within its borders except by de- 
stroying them.

Henry Clews once said, ‘Give Georgia rope 
and she'll repudiate again,’ and it looks as 
if the state were going to be put in that 
attitude.

What They Did in Their Convention at 


Roanoke. 


RoANOKE, Va., October 1.—The republican 
mass meeting summoned by the anti-Mahone 
element was called to order at 2 o’clock p. m. 
by W. A. Patie, of Roanoke, and C, A. Her- 
man, of Montgomery county, was made tem- 
porary chairman. In taking the chair, Mr.

000 claimed by the creditors. This would give 
them considerably less than 3 cents on the 
doliar. 

So.it would, it seems, be to Mr. Ryan’s ad- 
vantage to let thesale to Claflin stand. Indeed, 
according to Mr. Frank’s estimate, it will cost 
him about $75,000 if this compromise is ac 
cepted. Notwithstanding this, however, Mr. 
Ryan is anxious for the matter to be settled in 
this way. This would enable him to renew 
business as head of the estabiishment, and he 
would expect to make back this $75,000 ina few 
years.

Rev. George W. Kildow is nearly thirty 
years old. He is about-five feet nine inche 
tall, with a compact, muscular build. His 
head is large, and his éyes and mouth indicate 
energy and determination with decided indi 
viduality. 

In every sense of the word Mr. Kildow isa 
man of vim and business. His life has been 
one of continuous activity. Whatever he has 
undertaken, it has been with the resolution to 
succeed. : 

Mr. Kildow isa native of Maryland. His 
father, G. W. Kildow, of Piedmont, W. V., is 
& prominent aud wealthy merchant who has 
figured some in state politics. This gentle- 
man has been a representative in the state 
legislature, once refusing the democratic nom- 
ination for governor. 

Rev. G. W. Kildow has had a checkered 
career, if various occupations make one. Be- 
fore entering college to prepare for the minis- 
try, he was a successful commercial traveler, 
holding for three years a fine position with the 
Carter-McGill Hardware Company of Chatta- 
nooga. This lucrative position he sac- 
rificed to study for the ministry. In 1885 he 
entered Central university of Kentucky, where 
he spent two years. His record as a student 
and Christian worker was unexceptionable. 

There he united with the Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity, of which order he has always been 
a loyal and proud member. 

Leaving that school he spent one year in 
Baltimore in business. In the fall of 1888 he 
entered the Southwestern Presbyterian uni- 
versity at Clarksville, Tenn., where he was 
noted as a man of peculiar characteristics and 
wonderful capacity. He had the largest head 
of any man in college, wearing a 7{ hat. He 
Was an incessant worker and often spent most of 
the night over his lexicons, while his com- 
panions would wonder next day how he accom- 
plished so much. 

He is well versed in Latin, Greek and He- 
brew. He took partinall the college enter- 
prises, had more physical strength than the 
best athlete in college, aml was an effect- 
ive worker for the Y. M. C, A. 

He there, as elsewhere, established some 
reputation as a poet. Many poomsof his have 
appeared in the daily press and college papers, 
and the recent volume entitled “The Local 
and National Poets of America,’’ contains two 
others, with Mr. Kildow’s picture. 

Becoming straightened in means and too in- 
dependent to accept aid, he left this college 
before the close of the year and _ jour- 
neved to Texas. There he went on 
the trail as a “‘cowpuncher’’ and among the 
boys was known as the ‘‘parson cowboy who 
never cussed.’’ 

Next Mr. Kildow became identified with the 
A. G. Adams mission, of Nashville, which 
church he built up wonderfully, winning to 
himself a host of friends. After that he be- 
came atraveling evangelist of the southern 
Presbyterian church with the territory of 
north Alabama. Only last week he resigned 
that work to attend the Columbia Theological 
seminary of South Carolina. 

On his way thither, Mr. Kildow went to 
Nashvile, where he was married at 6 o’clock 
a.m. last Tuesday. His bride accompanies 
him now, expecting to be with him during his 
year at Columbia seminary. Mrs. Kildow isa 
beautiful little woman, with modest, retiring 
manners, and, although in trying circum- 
stances for a mere girl, yet demeans herself 
with calmness and fortitude rare for older 
women. She seems devoted to her husband, 
and-can soothe him in a moment. Mr. Kil- 
dow is under appointment to preach at Somer- 
ton, 5S. C., next Sunday, and says he will fill 
it or know the reason why. 

He Talks to Friends, 

In talking to friends last evening he was as 
calm and rational as anybody could be, except 
when reciting his imaginary wrongs at the 
hands of the city officers, or speaking of the 
forced attentions of his pseudo friends, as he 
considers the physicians who attend him.

Mr. Kildow reasons carefully and calmly 
about his condition, scouts at the idea of his 
being crazy, and to his friends extends his 
quiet pulse and coo] forehead as an indication 
that be isnormal. Just asthey have almost 
decided that he is right he will start upon the 
tale of his wrongs, andin angry tones of re- 
sentment tell that damages will have to be 
forthcoming to set things right again. 

Mr.{Kildow says that he will begin suit at 
once for heavy damages. One hundred 
thousand dollars against the city of Atlanta, 
is hisclaim, Unless the Kimball house planks 
down $25,000 to effect a compromise, he 
threatens to publish it tothe world and ruin 
its patronage.

MANAGER MURRAY | 
Now Has Charge of the Western Union 


NIGHT CHIEF OPERATOR THOMPSON 


Will Assist the Manager—Superintendent 
Stephens Issues the Appointments, 
and the New Administration Begins. 


Dr. P. E. Murray is now manager of the 
Western Union telegraph office in Atlanta. 

And Mr. L. B. Thompson is night chief 
operator. 

The appointment of these two gentlemen 
was issued yesterday by Superintend- 
ent Stephens, of the fourth district, and 
within the hour Manager Murray and Night 
Chief Operator Thompson were being con- 
gratulated by their many Atlanta friends. 

Congratulations, however, were not contined 
to Atlanta. 

The Western Union system takes in the 
world almost, and as the news of the appoint- 
ments went from one point to another some 
telegraphic acquaintance wished the new offi- 
cials good luck and plenty of it. 

Kven far away European telegraphers sent 
words of cheer to the new men. 

For years the management of the Atlanta 
oflice had beenin the handsof Mr. J. M. 
Stephens, with Dr. Murray as_ his 
assistant. Both gentlemen were ellicient 
in their work and were known by opera- 
tors all overthe country and were univers- 
ally liked because they were kind and 
accommodating. Day after day, year in and 
year out, their delicate but firm touch of the 
telegraph key had been heard and understood 
by operators from Maine to California, and 
when the announcement of Mr. Meriwether’s 
death went out, the telegraphic world was 
anxious to know who would succeed him. 

Naturally, Mr. Stephens, who had so long 
been the manager in the banner Western 
Union city of the south, wasthe favorite for 
the superintendency. 

And when his appointment was announced 
every one was pleased—pleased because Mr.

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The Union Depot Matter Still Remains 
Unsettled, 


BUT WILL BE SETTLED SOON. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida—Other 
Railroad Items Picked Up 
in the Offices. 


‘The East Tennessee is not in the depot yet. 

It may be a week before it does get in. 

Nothing was heard from President Felton 
yesterday. The settlement, as made by Presi- 
dent Thomasand Mr. Pat Calhoun, has_ been 
submitted to him, but if he has approved it, he 
has said nothing about it, not even to Mr. Cal- 
houn or the head officials of the road. That he 
will approve it there is little doubt. 

The next question to be _ settled 
is the amount of rental to be paid by the three 
roads, among whom itis to be divided. A 
prominent railroad man said yesterday that 
the Richmond and Danville and the Georgia 


Pacific wanted the East Tennessee to pay 
$12,500 of the annual rental, which is half. 
This the East Tennessee refuses todo, but 
there will be but little trouble in these roads 
reaching a satisfactory agreement. 

When these matters are arranged the East 
Tennessee will enter the depot. 

Colone! B. W. Wrenn, general passenger 
agent of the East Tennessee, wasin the city 


yesterday. 

“I don’t know when we will -get in the 
depot,’”’ said he. ‘‘A}l that is necessary to run 
our trains is an order from General Superin- 
‘tendent Hudson, and I can put them right in 
inan hour’s time.’ 

‘‘Will the East Tennessee’s city ticket office 
be kept up after the trains enter the depot ?”’ 

“Tt most assuredly will. In the depot or 
out of it we intend to keep the Kimball house 
ticket office.”’ 

Tickets to local points on the East Tennessee 
will also be sold at the union depot ticket 
ofiice. 

The Ticket Office Here. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida, of boy- 
cott fame, seems to be on topin spite of the 
boycott. The Florida travel on that road in- 
Stead of decreasing has increased. On the 
whole the boycott has been the best advertise- 
ment the ‘“‘Suwanee river route to Florida’’ 
ever had. It will be remembered that when 
the roads of the Southern Railway Passenger 
Association signed the boycott, the Western and 
Atlantic road did not sign it. This action of 
the Western and Atlantic was regarded as of 
no significance, as that road was no competitor 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida road for 
Florida travel.

My stepfather found 
out my misfortune, and told my mother tbat I 
would have to leave home or he would, an 
secure a divorce. 

‘Mother got my companion here to bring me 
to Atlanta to see if I could not get work to do, 
and prevent a separation between her and my 
stepfather. She told us when we ieft that if 
we could not get work, to try and get back, 
and she would quit her husband and take me. 
On Saturday we left for Atlanta, arriving here 
Sunday. We stopped at a woman’s near Mrs. 
LLooney’s place. She heard we were there, and 
caine over to get us to live with 
her. We did not want to’ go, 
but she painted all kinds of 
bright pictures tous, and made lots of prom- 
ises. After we had been there long enough 
to learn what she wanted with us, we deéter- 
mined to jeave, The jolice learned of our 
condition and took the inatter in hand. 

‘*We did not stay there last night, and when 
we went to get our clothes today Miss 
Looney’s daughter abused me, and threatened 
to killme. I want togo back to my dear 
mother. She will take me and protect me, 
aud for God’s sake help me get there. I am 
literally dying with heartache, distress and 
physical suffering.’’ )
